The assassination of Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy has brought 
almost fanatical demands for'stricl 
federal gun legislation. Many of 
(hose insisting upon Congressional 
action fail to realize that in the 
recent passage of the Omnibus 
Crime Rill <H.R. 50371 Congress 
outlawed mail-order sales of hand 
guns 1 pistols and revolvers)- as 
well as all other interstate sales 
of such weapons. In addition, the 
new fecderal law -prohibits sales 
or shipment of firearms in con- 
travention of slate laws and local 
ordinances. 

This legislation represents most, 
of what the Administration had 
requested. Indeed, the principal 
change now urged by President 
Johnson is -to include so-called 
"long guns" (shotguns and rifles) 
within the mall-order and inter- 
state provisions. 

. Many states; including Illinois., 
have laws which require the regis- 
tration of all firearms and there is 
a strong possibility thaL the Con- 
gress will be persuaded to pass a 
federal law compelling the esti- 
mated 100 million privately owned 
firearms to be registered and the 
owners identified. 

Frightening statistics have been 
brought (0 the attention of tht 
Congress, showing that since 1900 
more than 2B0,QUi) murders, 370,000 
suicides, and 145,000 accidental 
deaths have resulted from civilian 
use of guns. This death loll of 
almost- 800,000 far exceeds "that 
total of .550,000 deaths which have 
resulted from all of the wars in 
which our nation has been in- 
volved following .the Spanish-Am- 
erican war and including the war 
in Vietnam, 

All of the major European coun- 
tries have strict gun conlrol legis- 
lation. The statistics disclose that 
they suffer only fraction of the 
deaths inflicted by firearms in tho 
United States. In Great Britain 
where a gun owner must secure 
a permit, the death rale from gun- 
fire is only^a small percentage of 
the American rate. It should be 
added that most of the pistols in 
Great Britain are owned by gun 
clubs— even most of the police 
carry on their duties unarmed^ 
In France, citizens arc not permit- 
ted, to own a gun unless they pos- 
sess a gun permit. Only police- 
men and bank guards arc entitled 
to possess a pistol. Rifles and 
shotguns are permissible to hunt- 
ers with a permit. Norway, Swe- 
den, Italy and Belgium have simi- 
lar requirements. 

The argument is advanced that 
criminals will be able to secure 
firearms notwithstanding federal 
legislation. Indeed, it is pointed 
out that the pistol employed by the 
suspected assassin of Senator Ken- 
nedy was . acquired and used in 
California where rigid slate fire- 
arms registration laws ore in ef- 
fect. Notwithstanding this cir- 
cumstance, the evidence seems 
clear that tighter. federal gun laws 
would serve to reduce" the inci- 
dence of crimes as well as'.- the 
frequency of homicides and acci- 
dental' deaths resulting from 'gun- 
fire. 

Opposition to registration of 
firearms is frequently voiced by 
those who fear a communist take- 
over. These persons insist .that 
the registration list would make It 
easy for a communist dictator to, 
collect and confiscate all of the 
privately owned guns. 
.. However,' these antagonists 
should take careful, note of a re- 
cent report that vast arfienals of 



"unregistered" arms and ammu- 
nition have jhee 11 . established by 
millt anl-"Ipck L Power" elements. 
This suggcMs that live absence of 
legislation requiring registration 
of firearms uuiy^lM^cndangering 
the lives of many laVabiding— 
although unarmed American eitt 
zens. 

While the President seeks only 
to control interstate sales \nf all 
firearms, il is I he opiuion of th>s 
Member that a_fcdcral_law_re- 
quiring "registration" of guns— or 
of gun owners— as -the Illinois 
Statutes already provide, would 
receive Congressional approval. 

The issue is under careful scrut- 
iny by the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, on which IIi'ls Member 
serves, and will und'mhlcdly come 
to the floor of the U.S. House of 
Representatives— very soon.

' If Con-Con receives a favorable 
vole cqulvulcnl to a majority of 
those voting in the November 5 
election, the 1969 Gcnerul Assem- 
bly will set dates for u primary 
und general election to name. 2 
delegates from each Senatorial 
district in the Slate to serve at 
the Constitutional Convention 
(IttS dblegutcs— 2 from each of fitt 
Senatorial districts >> 

The Legislature will also set the 
dale on which (tic Convention will 
convene, fix the compensations 
and expenses for the delegates, 
and appropriate funds Tor holding 
the Convention. When the Con- 
vention finishes its review and re- 
vision, it sets a date for. a refer- 
endum at which the voters may 
approve or disapprove its revi- 
sions. The Convention may sub- 
mit Its revision as a package or 
as separate issues. 

The chief opposition to the $1 
.billion bond' issue came from 
Commiftcc members who believed 
that the proposal 'violates the prin- 
ciple of priorities, especially at 
this time when the State's General 
Fund is in financial difficulty. 
Another point of opposition is that 
the proposal gives Ihe voter no 
discretion— he may favor the ex- 
penditures- for water and air pol- 
lution control but Oppose the ex- 
penditure of $200 million for out- 
door recreation, but to vote 
against (lie recreation expenditure, 
he must "also vote against the 
water and air pollution control ex- 
penditures. 

In other words.' it is all or 
nothing. OI|icrs feel that the prop- 
osition has a blank check, charac- 
teristic in that while the Legisla- 
ture would have to sec thai funds 
were available lo amortize, the 
bonds, it would not have (he final 
authority fo approve projects and 
make appropriations that involve 
expenditure .of the bond proceeds. 

The bonds, under the proposal, 
arc to be retired to the extent 
that funds arc available from the 
Stale's revenue sources, principal- 
ly from the Stutc's Gcnerul Rev-

There's a small amount 
rp£ fat within the cut as well 
ns on the outside. Pork ten- 
derloin is sometimes sold 
whole. At other times It's cut 
into patties and flattened by 
the retailer. 

Q. How is it prepared? 

A. Pork tenderloin may be 
roasted, broiled or braised. 
Patties may be pan-fried or 
braised. For roasting, place 
the tenderloin on a rack in 
an open roasting pan. Roast 
in a moderate oven (350° F.) 
until the roast meat ther- 
mometer registers 170* P. 
For braising. patties, brown 
the patties using lard or 
drippings. , Season with salt 
- and pepper. Add two to thrco 
tablespoons .of. water, cover 
tightly and cook slowly about 
30 minutes or until done. 



Dr. Reuss To Study 
Handicapped Youths 

j)r. Audrey h.. Reuss, associate 
professor of psychology In the de- 
partment of psychiatry In the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Medi- 
cine, Chicago, and phychologicul 
program administrator of the Di- 
vision of services for Crippled Chil- 
dren, is the principal investigator 
or a $110,000 grant lo study handi- 
capped children. 

The first of a two-year study 
supported by (lie U. S. -Depart- 
ment of .

"Therefore undoubtedly many 
persons in Lake and McHCnry 
Counties who could receive some 
social security benefits, even. 
though they arc still working. 

They do not apply for benefits, 
because they do not understand, 
the limit on earnings under the 
law," Bernard . Barnelt. district 
manager of the Waukcgan Social 
Security office 'said today. 

"They fail to apply for the bene- 
fits because they believe -that if 
they are working at all, benefits 
would not be, payable to Ihem,"- 
Barnell. added. 

Here is the explanation:. Under 
the 1907 Amendments to' the Social 
Security Law, a beneficiary (other, 
than' a disabled beneficiary) may 
now earn up to S1G80 in a year and 
receive all of his benefit checks. 
'Gross wages from, a- job, and 
net earnings from a business are 
counted as earnings. Income in 
the form "of interest, dividends, 
pensions, annuities, inheritances, 
and most rental income, docs not 
count. • 

If, earnings arc between $1680 
and $2880 in a year. $1 in benefits 
Will be withheld for each $2 of 
earnings. If you earn over $2880, 
$1 will be withheld for each $1 
of earnings. 

If one earns exactly $2880 in a 
year 'assuming he 'worked in all 
months) $(i0() of his benefits would 
be withheld. This is because of 
the "one for two" rule for earn- 
ings between SlfiSO and $2880. 

If one earns, $2800 in a year, 
$700 of his benefits, would J>e 
withheld, and so on Tor each ad- 
ditional dollar of earnings. 

A person may be "eligible - for 
some benefits even when his earn- 
ings arc very high: Benefits are 
payable in any month an employ 
ee docs not- earn over $140. . 

For the self-employed person, 
the benefits arc payable for any 
month he does nol render sub- 
stantial services. Whether or not 
services arc substantial- depends 
on the type services performed 
but usually a self-employed per- 
son working fewer than 45 hours 
per month would be eligible for 
benefits.

"By exhibiting these products at 
fairs like this one in Portugal, wc 
allow this nation's farmers and 
buyers to sec first hand the su- 
perior quality farm products pro- 
duced by the United States," said 
Milam. 

"Last year Portugal bought 
more than 19 million dollars worth 
of U.S. agricultural goods. Wc ex- 
pect even greater sales this year, 
since Portugal is pushing its dairy 
and becd production. It needs 
breeding stock and the feeds for 
them." Milam concluded. .

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"One thing for sure, drivers jusl 
can't flaunt; the ..laws of nature 
or repeal them when they bear 
down on the gas pedal," Jerry 
Klebe, executive director of. the 
"Lake Couniy Safely Commission 
said today, when warning fellow 
drivers in Lake County of the per- 
ils of vehicular speed. 

"Instead," Director Klebe -as- 
serted, "they should give thought 
to six conditions that should gov- 
ern their driving, remembering 
at all times to drive within the 
legal limits of the roadway." 
' The six conditions referred to 
include: light, weather, road, ve- 
hicle, traffic and the condition of 
(he driver. 

A little, common sense and 
straight thinking should convince 
us that there is a difference be- 
tween day and night driving and 
also hetween driving in a raih- 
storm .or in sunshine.'' 

Likewise, there is a difference 
between types of roads and road 



conditions. These differences 
persist throughout all of the six 
conditions which determine how 
fast wc can drive safely at a 
given time or place. 

Some drivers who pride them- 
selves on never exceeding the 
speed limit have been killed or in- 
jured while traveling 30 mph on 
icy roads wlien 15 mph was as 
fast' as they could safely operate. 
Other drivers try to drive, at the 
posted limit when traffic is too 
heavy or they overdrive their 
headlights at night. 

It is impossible to enact traffic 
laws to fit every situation. When 
wc violate natural laws, . nature 
docs her own policing. Punish- 
ment is swift, sure and terrible. 
When Ave violate these natural 
laws, we arc tried, convicted and 
punished all within a few seconds.

One out of every three' children 
conceived today will be born men- 
tally retarded. And no where In 
the country is more being done to' 
help these unfortunate' children 
than at Little City, Palatine. 

Founded in 1058 by a group of 
concerned citizens headed by Dr. 
Morris Fishbeln, Little City has 
since established itself as one of 
the leaders in the care and re- 
habilitation of the mentally retard- 
ed. ;-'. 

As successful as the program 
has been, however, until now it 
has been necessary to limit it to 
the children in residence. 

The continued voluntary support 
of persons, throughout the country 
has now made it possible for Lit- 
tle City to establish an out-patient 
department which will conduct a 
five-point program "developed by 
Donald R. Becker, nationally rec- 
bznized authority on the care of 
the menially retarded, who is su- 
perintendent of Little City. 

Authorization to begin the pro- 
gram -was announced jointly by 
Dr. Fishbcin, chairman of Little 
City Foundation's Scientific Ad- 
visory Board, Becker, and Robert 
Rochman, executive director. 

The points embodied in. the new 
program arc: 

—A visual training program for 
the pcrccptially handicapped 
mentally retarded child. 

—A family counselling program 
to aid parents who must care for 
the mentally retarded child at 
home,- 

—An operant conditioning pro- 
gram." ■■ • 

—The establishment of a regu- 
larly scheduled scries of seminars 
to explore new techniques for the 
rehabilitation of the mentally re- 
tarded child which will draw pro- 
fessionals from throughout llic 
country. 

—And the establishment of a 
day school program patterned af- 
ter (he residential school program 
which has proven so successful at 
Little City since its founding. 

According to Becker, he hopes 
I ho new program will lead the way 
in the treatment of mental re- 
tardation in Illinois as well , as 
throughout the nation.

Thc_CMC-AAA is conv inced that 
safc^ driving "is Ute ; result of prop- 
er education, training and experi- 
ence. . ., , 

It also is convinced that abso- 
lutely nothing positive is to be 
gained by calling drivers names 
or inferring that the majority of 
them should be ruled off the road. 

Everyone is surrounded every 
day by so much good driving that 
it is the exception thai is remem- 
bered—the careless or poorly 
trained driver who makes the 
headlines, says the CMC-AAA. 
',- There is, however, room for im- 
provement in most drivers. . It is 
not that they arc bad drivers, but 
perfection is hard lo come by, and 
most drivers have flaws— small or 
large— in driving techniques, 

"Bring 'Em Back Alive!" is 
aimed at improving the driving 
skills of all motorists. 

While "Bring 'Em Back Alive!" 
is primarily aimed at the motoring 
public, it docs not pass over the 
concern for pedestrian safely. 
Pedestrians, who annually add to 
fatality counts, must share equally 
with motorists in responsibility for 
traffic safely. 

If each driver is a I it lie. more 
courteous, a little more careful, 
knows a little more about driving, 
then each driver also has a little 
belter change lo "Bring 'Em Back 
Alive!" 

Gerald W. Cavanagh, president 
of the Chicago Motor Club talks 
about- holiday* highway-safely-ln 
these terms: .... 

—Plan your route in advance; 
have reservations in liand early'. 

—Show exceptional caution, and 
courtesy, on the road. 

—Fasten all scat bells all the 
time 

—Make a rest slop every two 
hours. 

-"Bring 'Em Back Alive!" 

"iff order lo "Bring 'Em Back 
Alive!" Cavanagh said trips should 
be planned in detail. Motorists' 
should know exactly where they 
arc~going,-how_lnng_it_takc5^lo.' 
gel there (including rest stops) 
and what route they want lo fol- 
low.

ouglily before they arc taken onto 
the road for long trips. 

Don't overload a car, either, 
Cavanagh said. It's neither safe 
nor sensible. Loose objects on the 
rear seat deck can become hurt- 
ling missiles with a quick stop. 

If a luggage carrier is used on 
thc-roofr^makerSure-it ! s-well-se- 
cured and not overloaded. Heavy 
tgp-weighl cars sway a car on 
curves, possibly out of the drivers 
control. 

A trip is much more enjoyable 
—and safer— if a driver is well- 
rested before leaving, Once on 
lhe -road, drivers should stop to 
rest every two hours, especially if 
children arc along, Avoid high- 
way hypnosis. 

There is a better chance to 
"Bring 'Em Back .Alive!" Cavun- 
agh said, If passing is held to u 
minimum on the highway. Pass- 
ing creates driver tension. When 
passing is attempted too often, the 
driver begins to take unreasonable 
chances and finds himself becom- 
ing tense. This leads to an im- 
patience, a danger to the driver 
and others on the road. 

II is much more relaxing —and 
safer— to. maintain a position con- 
sistent with the traffic flow, re- 
membering lo follow at a distance 
of one car length for every 10 
mites an hour of speed. Be alert, 
especially al night, for brake sig- 
nals. 

Don'l let olhcr drivers cutting in 
disturb you. Relax, because it is 
proved that the motorist who lane- 
jumps on a busy highway saves 
only a few seconds a mite in 
reaching his destination. 

On a freeway, know- the I exits 
prior to (he one you actually want 
to ^usb,_lhcn _make_ your_movc, 
.well In advance. Don't make a 
sudden lane hop. If you should 
pass your exit, under no conditions 
try lo back up. Go to the next 
exit ramp and return by the ser- 
vice road,' or down the opposite 
lane to your correct exit ramp. 

Cavanagh said . lhal two-lane 
highways, contribute more than 
their share of .both single and dou- 
ble cat-accidents. - In the case of 

single cars it's usually that' they 

were traveling too fasl on curves, 

and centrifugal forces pushed 

them from the road. In two-car

Visitors to the Museum of Sci- 
ence and Industry will have an op- 
portunity to test their hearts with 
Chicago's first self-operating elec- 
trocardiograph. ; The machine, 
which records the electronic cur- 
rent s pr oduced by^ the heart, was 
specially designed ■ fof~Chlcago 
Heart Association's new congenital 
heart disease exhibit opening .at 
the Museum June 20. 

Planned and designed by Dr. 
Lev and medical artist Gloria 
Jones, the exhibit is a new addi- 
tion to Chicago Heart Association's 
$150,000 Museum heart display, 
considered the finest in the 
world... . ,•■.'. 

The visitor can lest his heart by 
placing his hands and forehead 
on three push buttons soaked in a 
special solution which picks up 
electric .currents from the heart. 
The heart pattern is then graphi- 
cally reproduced on paper for the 
visitor lo view. 

The exhibit answers the most 
common questions about heart dis- 
ease and shows how defects are 
diagnosed through x-ray films, 
and an electrocardiograph. 

The most fascinating and bril- 
liantly detailed aspect of the ex- 
hibit is seven heart models which 
show how. the major defects are 
corrected through' open . heart 
surgery. The hearts are mounted 
in chest models rotated beneath 
lighted animated posters which 
plclorially explain lhe surgical 
procedures. - 

The heart models have actually 



undergone surgery. Artist Gloria 
Jones created perfect hearts out 
of wax. Dr. Lev punctured heart 
walls and damaged valves and 
arteries to created various de- 
fects that can develop in a baby 
before birth. He then operated on 
thVmodels— as^mey_weroJlve 
hearts. The exhibit shows the 
heart models during actual riper- 
atlons. ~ 

"The Heart Association project 
is the most extensive and unique 
exhibit on congenital heart dis- 
ease in i existence," commented 
Dr. Lev.*, "It Is particularly val- 
uable to parents of afflicted chil- 
dren who can learn a great deal 
By visiting the exhibit." 
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More _ than"168 economically. d|Ef-; 
advantaged 'Vietnam veterans

250 -Year -Old Engine 
On Display At Museum 



A fire engine nearly two and a 
half centuries old, is on public 
display at the Hall of Flame, 
America's national historical mu- 
scum of fircfighting, in Kcnusha, 
Wisconsin. 

The engine, o dinky horse-drawn 
device, not much bigger than a 
bicycle, was built in 1725 by Rich- 
ard Ncwsham, a London butloti- 
m alter, who is recognized as In- 
ventor of the first successful 
pumper. 

Since there were no hoses or 
hydrants then, a bucket brigade 
was needed to fill the engine's 
"tub" while 20 strong-backed vol-

Other items include a magnifi- 
cent horse-drawn steam .pumper 
built at the turn of the century 
and used in Ocean City, N.' J. 
Holding on with one hand, a fire* 
man rode on the "back of the rumb- 
ling juggernaut, firing the boiler 
"on the run" as a trio of galloping 
horses madly pulled the 5 : ton 
engine to the fire." r 

There is also a Rumsey hand- 
drawn pumper, built before the 
Civil War, that was used during 
the Great Chicago Fire of 1871. i 

In addition to more than a score 
of fire engines, ladder trucks, bug- 
gies, chemical carts • and hose 
wagons belonging to Gctz or the 
National Historical Fire. Founda- 
tion, which he heads, there arc 
leather fire buckets, speaking 
trumpets, helmets from Colonial 
times, and a unique, display of 
fire marks from the IGOu's tind 
1700's.. 

The Hall of Flame is a not-for- 
profit museum operated by the 
Fonndation, "To preserve, for the 
fire service of the country, price- 
less equipment . that should not 
be lost,'* said Gctz.

Fish tanks/ turtle howls, and 
aquariums should be cleaned of- 
ten lo prevent buildup of decay- 
ing matter that can reduce oxy- 
gen and prove fata). 

Cats"fcnd dogs always shed fur 
as warm weather approaches, so 
keep them well-groomed. If your 
dog has long hair, he should be 
trimmed. However, the animal 



needs some fur to protect htm 
from the sun ' and insects. A 
dog should not be 'bathed oftencr 
than once every four to six, 
weeks, winter- or_ summer.

Where should you take refuge 
from lightning during a summer 
thunderstorm? Assistant Vice 
President Richard A. Hogan, Illi- 
nois' Regional Manager of the 
Allstate Motor Club, soys one or 
. = the best spots to seek shelter is

"Because of its metal shell, 
when lightning strikes an auto 
it spread's air over the metal, 
/traveling through the springs, 
axles and bearings lo the wheels 
and then jumps past the rubber 
tires to the ground," Hogan said. 
*'Only ir you are in direct con- 
tact with the metal would you get 
even a slight burn. In fact, it is 
hard to find cases o£ lightning 
even hitting a carl 
. "A thunderstorm is a signal 
to take care, particularly if you 
are- working in the fields, golfing, 
swimming or in some other open 
area," the Allstate safety expert 
.- Continues. "Every year nearly. 
l.Oitf persons are hurt or killed 
by 1 lightning, in \ addition to ah 
-i annual property loss of more than

Lightning seeks out. the highest 
object in the immediate vicinity, 
because it strikes to make the 
shortest possible contact between 
earth and sky.

"Our ultimate plan is to de- 
velop- a system that would pay 
all auto accident victims, except 
perhaps a few' flagrant violators 
such, as hit-and-run drivers. How- 
ever, I want to make it -clear that 
insurance companies cannot 
make these no-fault payments 
under present slate liability laws 
and- under .the present terms of. 
our auto liubilily policies," said 
Wise." '■*■ ; 

Wise- said ^sponsors of the tests 
hope .the renueed cost of handling 
claims under the Guaranteed 
Benefits plan will offset tho add- - 
cd expense of paying more peo- 
ple . 

Ten of the notion's largest aula 
Insurance firms arc taking part 
in the Illinois test, including All- 
state Insurance Company, Chubb 
& Son Inc., Continental Insur- 
ance Companies, Continental 
National American Group, Coun- 
Xry__MuUiaj I nsuranc e Company, 
Economy Fire, and"" Casualty, - 
Kemper Insurance Group, Liber- 
ty Mutual Insurance Company, 
Nationwide Insurance and Sen- 



try Insurance. 

. Wise said that tho Guaran- 
teed Benefits' plan has fre- 
quently been confused with an- 
other auto insurance reform prp-. 
gram developed by law profes- 
sors Robert Kcclon of Harvard 
and Jeffrey O'Conncll of tho 
University of Illinois. However, 
there arc several major differ- 
ences between the two, he said. 

•'One major difference is that 
the Guaranteed Benefits ' plan 
preserves the right of every auto 
accident . victim to collect dam- 
ages from the offending- driver, 
while the Kccton-O'Conncll plan 
would eliminate this right in 
most cases and would require 
motorists to insure themselves 
against injuries caused by oth- 
ers," said Wise. 

"Although our plan involves an ' 
optional offer of a no-fault bene- 
fit, we don"t think it would be fair 
to eliminate the .idea of fault 
completely, and require injured 
persons to insure themselves. Tho 
Idea that a person who causes 
injury or damage to others 
should be held responsible for 
his own carelessness is deeply in- 
grained in the individual's" con- 
cepts of justice. If careless driv- 
ers are to be excused from pay- 
ing for the Injuries they inflict-on 
others, then logically the same 
principle should be applied to 
other situations as well. Manu- 
facturers wouldn't have to pay 
for damage caused by their 
faulty products. Restaurants 
wouldn't have to , pay If they 
served contaminated food. Air- 
lines, railroads and bus lines 
wouldn't have to worry about 
paying if their negligence caused 
injury to their passengers or to 
the public." said Wise. 

Another -"major difference Is 
that the Guaranteed Benefits plan 
pays even If the injured person 
has purchased . other coverages, 
such as health insurance, or con- 
tinues to collect his pay. under, q 
union-negotiated wage continua- 
tion plan. Under the Kccton-O'- 
Conncll plan, an auto accident 
victim wouldn't collect any- 
thing v untll he had exhausted all 
other available benefits. This 
feature, 'plus several other "fine 
print" deductions and exclusions, 
would reduce benefits to accident 
victims by an averoge of CO per 
cent under the Kccton-O'Conncll 
plan, said Wise.
